Fairless Stands Pat 
Benjamin F. Fairless, president 
of U. S. Steel Corp , which is the 
tacitly accepted bargaining agent 
for most of the steel producers and 
fabricators, as well as ore mines 
and aluminum plants, reiterated his 
stand that 15 cents an hour is the 
highest raise the Industry' can pay. 
President Truman rejected a sug­ 
gestion from Fairless for an all- 
industry wage conference at the 
White House and reiterated his be­ 
lief that management should grant 
the striking steel workers an 18'ii 
cents hourly wage increase he had 
recommended previously 
The President said he believes it 
is not practical to seize the indus­ 
try at this time.
